The Christians were reported to be going ahead with 
setting up their own Institutions and installations, 
presumably in two main regions — the Christian 
heartland north of "Beirut and the southern district 
bordering on Israel. . 

The buildup of separate armed forces in particular 
moved the Christian leaders over the weekend onto a 
collision course with Lebanon's Christian president, the 
Syrian-backed Ellas Sarkis — who has Just embarked 
on reorganizing the state army. Restoration of the ar- 
my, which disintegrated during the civil war, is mainly 
aimed at dismantling all private militias. An uncon- 
firmed report saJd that Sarkis is seeking a new middle- 
of-the-road commander to replace Gen. Hanna Sa'eed, 
who sided with the Christian forces. 

Although many of the weekend's separatist moves 
appeared to be genuine, Christian leaders were also 
seen to be using the notion of partition as a means of 
pressuring the Syrians Into confining the PLO to 
isolated districts If they want to keep Lebanon Intact. 

The ’Syrians, for their part, indicated that they 
were strongly opposed to any form of partition and 
determined to crush the new ferment in Lebanon. 


Sadat gets set to see 
Carter April 4-5

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
last night held a. Middle E&st review 
with his top aides in advance of his 
departure to Western Europe and 
the U.S. The White House over the 
weekend confirmed that Sadat will 
meet President Jimmy Carter on 
April 4 and 5. 

At Sadat's briefing were Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy, 
who had earlier met with leaders of 
the PLO. The meeting presumably 
discussed the PLO's new 15-poinl 
programme, adopted last week in 
Cairo. This programme reaffirms 
the PLO's adherence to its 1968 
charter — which denies Israel's 
right to exist — and nevertheless 
stresses the PLO's desire to take 
part in any future negotiations on the 
Middle East. 

Fahmy conferred yesterday with 
U.S. Ambassador Herman Eilts. No 
details were disclosed, other than 
that the two discussed Carter's re- 
cent pronouncements 


In an interview in the current issue 
of “Business Week," Sadat said he 
wants both U.S. weapons and 
economic help running into billions 
of dollars. In return for declaring a 
state of “non-belligerency" with 
Israel. Sadat insisted that the U.S. 
can bring Israel into a "settlement" 
within a month if it wants to do so. 

(Carter has called for a peace that 
would bring normal relations 
between Israel and its neighbours — 
a situation far beyond ' ‘non- 
belligerency, >l which excludes trade 
and normal travel exchange.) 

"T shall be asking. to buydefensive 
weapons'* such as Tow anti-tank 
missiles and F-5 warplanes, Sadat 
told the magazine. “I am your friend 
now and you have a moral obligation 
to help me." 

Speaking of President Lyndon 
Johnson and his Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk,. Sadat said "they never 
deserved" Egypt's confidence. "But 
we had it with Nixon and Kissinger, 
with Fbrd and Kissinger, and now we 
have it with Carter and Vance."

elections. 

A spokesman tor Ram said late 
yesterday his Congress for 
Democracy Party would .formally 
consider Narayan's appeal at a 
special meeting this morning. 

Narayan sent his appeal from a 
Bombay hospital where he un- 
derwent an operation to enable him 
to resume thrice-weekly dialysis. 

Both of Narayan's kidneys failed 
while he was under detention for five 
months at the start of the national 
emergency in 1973. 

Friends said that Narayan was 
saddened by the way in which Ram's 
CFD and Desai's Janata (Peoples’) 


Party had developed strains in their 
relations after campaigning 
together for the election and pledg- 
• ing to the voters that, they would 
work together in the new govern- 
ment. 

Ram's supporters had initially 
stayed out .of the government 
because they were displeased with 
the manner In which Des&i had been 
selected Prime Minister by the 
■ Janata parliamentarians — a 
procedure of "consensus," In which 
no vote was taken. 

But other informed sources said 
Ram also was unhappy he had been 
ranked third on Desai's Cabinet list 
when it was published by the 
presidential palace, instead of se- 
cond, as he had preferred. 

The second position went to 
Char an Singh, the deputy chairman 
of the Janata Party and a powerful 
political leader from Uttar Pradesh, 
India's most populous state. Singh 
also was given charge of the key 
Home, or Interior Ministry.

must have been highly localized.

Vance gets 
cool hello 
in Moscow 

, MOSCOW (UPI).— U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance arrived here 
yesterday for extensive talks with 
Soviet leaders and affirmed that 
"detente remains in our mutual in- 
terests." 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and Anatoli Dobrynin. 
Soviet ambassador to Washington, 
were at the airport to greet Vance in 
what observers said was a correct 
although not effusive welcome. 

Vance, on his first visit to the 
Soviet Union as Secretary of State, 
will celebrate bis 60th birthday to- 
day. He will bold a round of talks 
with U.S. Embassy officials today 
before opening negotiations with 
high Soviet officials tomorrow which 
will most likely include Soviet Com- 
munist Party secretary Leonid 
Brezhnev. 

Before leaving Brussels yesterday, 
Vance outlined a tough American 
negotiating stance on U.S.-Soviet 
arms control, saying President 
Carter's call for “deep cuts" in 
strategic arsenals was fundamental 
and "not subject to negotiations." 

. 'The Soviet Union meanwhile 
renewed charges that Carter was 
retreating from previous 
agreements on Strategic Arms 
Limiting. 

In a report from Washington on the 
President's Thursday news con- 
ference, the Communist Party 
newspaper "Pravda” said Carter's 
Idea of postponing discussions on tbe 
more difficult aspects of SALT 
meant “a departure from the 
Vladivostok accord." 

At the same time the Kremlin 
organ indicated continuing Soviet 
displeasure with Carter over the 
human rights issue, accusing him 
of “putting his own interpretation' ’ on 
criticism of the U.S. stand on the 
question by Communist Party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev. (UPI, Reuter) 

Vance will raise 
Soviet aliya 
issue in Moscow 

Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
NEW YORK. — Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance , who arrived in Moscow 
yesterday, told Jewish leaders 
before he left that one of the subjects 
he will bring up there is the question 
of emigration of Soviet Jews. 

Rabbi Alexander Schindler, who 
saw Vance on Thursday together 
with Eugene Gold, told The 
Jerusalem Post: 

"We found the Secretary not only 
sensitive hut sympathetic. He was 
extremely well Informed on the 
problem of Soviet Jewry and 
familiar with many individual cases 
and not just the overall problem." 

Rabbi Schindler is chairman ot the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
Jewish Organizations. Eugene Gold 
is chairman of the National 
Conference on Soviet Jewry. 

According to a weekend "New 
York Times" report. Vance is carry- 
ing with him a. 'list; of 700 Jewish 
families waiting to emigrate from 
the Soviet Union, plus information on 
political dissidents that he will raise 
with Soviet government officials. 

Shterns get 
exit visas 

MOSCOW, (Reuter). — Doctor 
Mikhail Shtem, released earlier this 
month after serving two years of an 
eight-year sentence on bribery 
charges, said yesterday he and his 
wife had been given exit visas to 
leave Russia. 

Contacted by telephone at his 
home in Vinnitza in the Ukraine, Dr. 
Shtern, whose cause was widely 
championed by humanitarian and 
Jewish organizations in the West, 
said he would be leaving “as soon as 
possible.” 

Meanwhile, it was learned In Tel 
Aviv yesterday that Moscow aliya 
activist Lev Gendin has gone into 
hiding to avoid arrest on charges of 
"parasitism." (See separate story, 
page 3.i 

Dr. Shtem, 58, applied for visas as 
soon as he was released on March 15. 
“They were granted on Friday 
without any delay and quite cor- 
rectly," he said. "My name should 
not become the object of any 
political speculation." 

Dr. Shtem said he and his wife 
weje preparing their departure but 
were not yet quite pertain when they 
would go. "We will be reunited with 
our children in Israel and will live 
with them there," he added. 

He said he regarded the decision to 
reduce his sentence and release him, 
taken unexpectedly by the Ukrainian 
supreme court just before an inter- 
national tribunal in Amsterdam was 
to discuss the case, as "an act of 
humanity."

No decisions on ports 
expected in Cabinet

Tbe dockers' strike which has cut 
off Israel shipping will be the main 
item on the agenda at today's 
Cabinet meeting. Transport Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi is to present the sub- 
ject, and Minister without Portfolio 
Gideon. Hausner will ask that the 
army be ordered to intervene and 
begin loading the ships. No decisions 
are expected. 

In a television interview aired on 
Friday night’s news magazine, 
Minister Ya'acobi said he had 


directed the Ports Authority not to 
pay the dockers for the time they 
were striking. He said this decision 
was irrevocable. He added that the 
port workers had erred when they 
tried to separate themselves from 
the rest of the country's production 
workers. Any salary increases gain- 
ed by strikes, he went on. would be 
quickly eaten up by the inflation that 
would follow. 

Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz last night said that he

Dockers to

HAIFA. — The country’s dockers, 
after flouting the government's 
back-to-work' orders for over 24 
hours; decided at a meeting on Fri- 
day to start working one full norm as 
of Sunday morning. This will still

‘capacity, but will allow the dockers 
the formal claim that they are com- 
plying with the back-to-work orders. 
The port workers are demanding a 
monthly wage Increase of ILSOO. 

The dockers decided to change 
their tactics during a secret meeting 
of the Joint Action Cbmmittee of 
the employees from all three ports. 
By their action, the dockers will 
make it impossible to overcome the 
backlog their strike has caused. 
They may thus force the govern- 
ment, less than two months before 
the elections, to take the kind of 
tough measures it has been trying 
hard to avoid, and which are un- 
precedented in Israel labour 
relations. This would be particularly 
embarrassing for Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin, who has scheduled an 
Amerlcon-style campaign swing

Bank Leumi reopens today Doctors strike

TEL AVIV. — Bank Leumi’s 300 
strike-bound offices throughout the 
country will reopen for business this 
morning. 

Ya'acov Mac hr, joint managing 
director of the bank, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that the 
decision was taken out of considera- 
tion for the bank's customers on the 
eve of Fessah week. (The bank had 
considered locking the workers out.) 

He hoped that the negotiations 
with the staff committee and the 
Histadrut would resume today but 
said the bank would make no new 
offer beyond the 8 per cent offered 
last week. The bank management 
will also agree to update special 
allowances paid to employees, which 
include free kindergarten and secon- 
dary school education for the 


children of employees, subject to in- 
come tax. 

Elkana Levkovitz, secretary- 
general of the Clerks' Union; told 
The Jerusalem Post here on Friday 
that the Histadrut remained firmly 
opposed to the job action taken by 
the Bamc Leumi staff. 

He believed the action unjustified 
in view of the progress achieved in 
recent rounds of negotiations. He 
also believed that a settlement of the 
conflict could be arrived at in short 
order if less pressure were exerted 
by tbe staff. 

Levkovitz claimed that he did not 
know how high Bank Leumi salaries 
were. 

According to sources the bank 
management is now offering the 
staff an overall 8 per cent wage hike,

METULLA. — Nine wounded 
Lebanese — ' Including two young 
boys fired on by terrorists when they 
left their shelter to play — were 
treated at the Israel army infirmary 
here over rite weekend. Two of rite 
'nine were sent on to tire flafad 
government hospital. 

Fighting on Friday in the 
Lebanese area near here was mainly 
confined to the western section of the 
enclave north of Metulla, with the 
terrorists opening flre from the cas- 
tle of Beaufort. Tanks, machtofiguns 
and mortars were also used. Most of 
Saturday was quiet except for small- 
arms fire, bid artillery was heard 
again in the eyening. 

She. of the weekend’s nine wounded 
were treated for shrapnel wounds 
and sent home. The other three were 
a man who had hit a mine and lost 
his leg, a woman who was hit by a 
bullet, and the mother of the two 
boy«, who fell off a roof when the 
terrorists opened up on Friday with 

artillery. 

The woman said the terrorists had 
opened fire aa a group of children as 
soon as these ventured out to play 
close to their shelter to the village of 
KLea. Another of the wounded said 
that most of the buildings in the 
enclave had been hit during the y ear 
of war. 

"There is no more sun In our 
lives," he added. ‘"To breathe freely 
we have to go to Israel."

Be plana to stroll through Rehov 
Herat, chat with Arab residents in lower city, and windup 
with a i meeting in Ahuza. Rabin’s Labour Party 
colleague Abba Ebon, MS, said fiat Kiryat Ono that no 
other party could compete with the skilful way in which 
the Alignment leadership had run the country. 

Mo she (fennel, MK, of Labour’s ex-Ahdut Avoda. 
wing, said in Hod Haabaron that even during the elec- 
tion campaign the government should declare a stale of 
economic emergency, and tell the nation the truth. The 
Alignment's Yosef Gen, coordinator at election bead- 
quarters, sounded pleased with the election poll by 
statistician Wn-ut«H s mith published in an evening 
paper on Friday. *T find it accurate, reliable and scien- 
tific. Its results confirm that toe Alignment's situation 
is better than other party politicians believe. The elec- 
tions win prove that no force other than the Alignment 
Is capable of forming a stable government." 

Smith's poll gave the Alignment 82 per cent, the Likud

Dockers to work at full norm BankLeumi

Although the government has 
restrained Itself so far, the situation 
Is fast coming to a head. Tbe ship- 
ping conferences have announced 
they will have to Impose congestion 
surcharges on the three porta this 
week unless the situation improves, 
to recoup their losses from the ships’ 
waiting time. 'Die queue of ships 
waiting outside the ports 1 b growing. 
Farmers from the Jesreel Valley are 
threatening to brash into the ports 
' and load the citrus themselves. And 
the first ship to sail since the strike 
started last Tuesday left 50,000 cases 
of citrus behind in Haifa Fort on Fri- 
day evening, rather than wait over 
the weekend to have them loaded. 

During Friday morning's shift, the 
dockers handled even less than the 
20 per cent capacity they worked on 
Thursday afternoon, when they 
returned to work on emergency 
orders. In Haifa they handled only 15 
per cent of capacity, and In Ashdod 
10 per cent. 

The slowdown was obviously 
organized and deliberate, with the 
men in all the ports working at 
almost identically low rates. In 
flagrant violation of the emergency 
orders .which specifically' forbid 
“any slowdown or disruption.” 

But the tempo picked up Im- 
mediately afteritite dedsionipf the?; 
Joint Action Committee. In Haifa 
Port, where an afternoon shift was 
working oh Friday, 4,800 cases of 
citrus were loaded by each gang; 
and today the dockers intend com- 
pleting a Adi norm of 5,100 cases. 

At an emergency meeting at 
Nahslal last night, over 100 farmers 
called on the government to let them 
take over the ports and load the 
citrus and other cargoes themselves. 

If the government could not get the 
dockers to return to work, and if It 
was unwilling or usable to secure en- 
try into the part, they would do so 
themselves, they said, “fully realiz- 
ing that this could lead to 
Woodshed." 

Speakers at the meeting, who in- 
cluded two Alignment Knesset 
Members, proposed that the govern- 
ment cancel all wage rises made 
since January l which had been ex- 
torted by pressure groups. A 
proposal that the country's farmers 
block the highways with their farm 
machines and withhold milk and 
farm products from -the market In 
order to “shock the public Into sanity 
and save the country" was not 
adopted. 

The farmers decided to make a 
last-minute appeal to the dockers 
and the Histadrut “to come to their 
senses."

Today, mare gangs are to 
be deployed and the total loaded is to 
be at least doubled. 

On Friday, the first shipment of 

10.000 cases of new fruit from the 
packing houses arrived In the port; i 
but the trucks had to take out 
thousands of cases of fruit that were , 
rejected for export after the long ! 
wait. They are being delivered to the 
processing industry, at a big loss to 
the growers and a dollar loss to the 
country. 

Yitzhak Oked adds from Ashdod: 

Ell Mamas, the chairman of the 
dockers workers committee here, 
told The Post that neither the 
management nor the EQstadrut had 
called them hi for talks all weekend. 
The Forts Authority is willing to talk 
to the workers, but only through the 
Histadrut. 

The Histadrut Central Committee 
has demanded that the workers 
return to normal work; It would then 
promise them a rise in wages com- 
mensurate to that given to Industrial 
workers. But the committee also 
warned the dockers that Histadrut 
protection would be withdrawn from 
those who defy its decisions. 

Questioned about the citrus 
fanners’ threats to storm the ports. 
Mam an said It was the funniest thing 
he had yet heard. "We are willing 
any time to switch Jobs with them. - 
Let them come and work at the port 
and we will work and live in 
Nahalal," he said. 


Radio, TV blacked out by strike

Yadlin to appeal sentence

TEL AVIV. — Asher Yadlin will 
appeal against bis sentence of five 
years’ imprisonment for accepting 
bribes and making a false tax 
declaration. 

Tbe former Kupat Bo 11m bead, 
who was also the government’s can- 
didate lor the governorship of the 
Bank of Israel, is presently serving 
Us sentence In Ramie Prison. 

Tbe decision to appeal — reached 
on Friday afternoon at a meeting 
between Yadlin ‘and his lawyer, 
Shlezno Toussia-Cohen — ends a 
month of uncertainty since Judge 
Badawah Ben-Ito sentenced Yadlin 
on February 22. 

According to the law, an individual 
has 46 days to launch an appeal to the 
Supreme Court 

A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Justice said on Friday that the 
Attorney-General would probably 
sot lodge a counter-appeal. This 
means teat the Judges wfll have the 
discretion of either confirming 
Yadlin *a five-year sentence, or 
reducing It Only if the Attorney- 
General were to file an appeal 


against the sentence would tbe 
judges have the additional power to 
increase ft 

From sources close to Yadlin It Is 
learned that the delay in deciding 
whether to appeal was tied up with 
the question of when he is to be in- 
terrogated. So far, be has not been 
questioned about Labour Party 
financing car about charges which 
appeared on the original charge 
sheet against him, such aa receiving 
f3o,ooo from Mordeehal Ellison, the 
former general manager of Solel 
Boneh'a external works company. 

In terms of the agreement signed, 
between Yadlin and the prosecution 
before be made his admission of 
guilt, Yadlin was prepared to be In- 
terrogated after final sentencing. 

An appeal could thus delay bis In- 
terrogation for several months, until 
the case comes before tbe Supreme 
Court But according to one source, 
it is to Yadlin 's advantage both to 
appeal and to undergo interrogation 
before the appeal is heard, it he ha a - 
an understanding with the authorities 
that his appeal win not be opposed in 
the higher court *

her husband since she came to Israel 
five years ago. 

Gendin,' the latest victim of the 
recently escalated anti -Jewish drive 
in the USSR, attracted world atten- 
tion several years ago -when be es- 
caped from KGB detention and 
stayed in hiding for five months. 

Gendin. 36, was first arrested 
while on a visit to Kishinev in 1974 
and was sentenced to 23 days in Jail. 
He escaped after fellow prisoners, 
with the full knowledge of prison 
guards, made repeated attempts on 
his life. 

An electrical engineer, he is being 
denied the right to work in his profes- 
sion and has attempted to earn a liv- 
ing by working as a night-watchman 
or p enter. In each case, however, he 
has been dismissed soon after KGB 
men showed up at his place of 
employment. He is now considered a 
“parasite’’ because he is un- 
employed. an offence which could 
earn him a year's imprisonment and 
three to five years' exile in Siberia. 

Aviva Gendin yesterday urged 
that a public opinion campaign be 
launched "to save Lev.” 

"People generally start working 
on behalf of someone after he has 
already been arrested. By then it 
may be too late. Too little attention is 
paid to the activist while he is in 
danger,” she said with emotion. 
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A FOWL DECISION. — Residents of Jerusalem’s 
Romema quarter have demanded these birds be 
sent to the slaughterhouse because of their crow- 
ing every dawn.

‘ Rumanian gov’t 
appreciates 
Jewish help’ 

TEL AVIV. — The Chief Rabbi of 
Rumania, Dr. Mo she Rosen, has said 
that "the government and people of 
Rumania appreciate the expression 
of solidarity shown by the Jewish 
People in Israel and the Diaspora” 
following last month's earthquake. 
He was addressing the Israeli Ex- 
ecutive of the World Jewish 
Congress at its meeting here last 
week. 

Before he left for Bucharest on 
Friday, the Chief Rabbi told 
newsmen at Ben-Gurion Airport that 
he had received many offers of help 
for the Jewish community in 
Rumania while in Israel, but had 
turned these down as he felt it would 
be wrong to treat Jews who had suf- 
fered in the earthquake differently 
from their fellow Rumanians. He 
said that he had accepted a cheque 
for 510.000 from the Jewish Agency, 
but would hand this over to the 
Rumanian government to help all 
victims of the disaster. 

Dr. Rosen praised the attitude of 
the Rumanian government towards 
the local Jewish communities. 
noting that more than 300,000 Jews 
had been allowed to emigrate to 
Israel over the years.

The Broadcasting Authority an- 
nounced the change after striking 
British TV cameramen forced the 
postponement of this year's Eurovi- 
sion competition from its scheduled 
London date of April 2. (Officials of 
the European Broadcasting Union 
will announce the new time and 
place of the event within 10 days.) 

Announcing other changes, the 
Broadcasting Authority said 
"Charlie's Angela,” an American 
series about girl detectives, will 
begin next month in place of 'The 
Brothers.” which will go on vacation 
until June. 

"Staraky and Hutch” will be 
replaced in June by new in- 
stalments of “Kojak.” ' 
“MacMillan” (without Ms wife) 
will alternate on Saturday nights 
with "Macloud,” “Columbo," and a 
new thriller called “Quincy," starr- 
ing Jack-Klugman.

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Entebbe victims sue 
airlines for damages 


CHICAGO. . — A 5127m. damage suit 
has been filed against Air France 
and Singapore Airlines on behalf of 
42 passengers aboard the airbus hi- 
jacked to Uganda's Entebbe Airport 
last June, and the heirs of three dead 
passengers. 

The suit, filed In Cook County Cir-, 
cult Court on Thursday by attorneys 
Stuart M. Speiser of New York City 
and John J. Kennelly of Chicago, 
charges the two airlines with 
negligence for allowing the hijackers 
to board their planes with weapons. 

The suit was filed in Chicago 
because both Air France and 
Singapore Airlines have offices and 
do -business here, Kennelly said. 

The suit seeks $99m- In punitive 
damages and 528m. in compensatory 
damages for the 42 survivors and the 
heirs of three deceased passengers. 

"The suit charges that the plain- 
tiffs, principally citizens of Israel, 
were placed in constant fear of their 
lives and subjected to physical 
abuse.” Kennelly said. “It also 
charges that the Jewish passengers 
were held hostage and subjected to 
continuous mental torture, in cons- 
tant fear of immediate death.-..” 


The suit said four of the hijackers 
boarded a Singapore Airlines flight 
in Saudi Arabia and flew to Athens 
undetected, although they were 
carrying machine guns, revolvers, 
hand grenades and dynamite. The 
hijackers then boarded Air France 
flight 139 in Athens on June 27, 1976, 
undetected. 

The flight with 245 passengers 
aboard was hijacked first to Libya, 
then taken to Entebbe Airport, 
where it stayed until the Israeli com- 
mando rescue took place on July 4. 

The suit charges that international 
airlines have "a primary respon- 
sibility to prevent hijackings.” It 
also seeks an injunction forcing the 
airlines, to deposit with the clerk of 
the court all of their records and 
investigative reports concerning the 
flights. • 

In Paris, Air France said on Fri- 
day it had not received any new legal 
claims by victims of the hijack. 

“We have.paid all normal claims 
for lost luggage according to the nor- 
mal procedure, but we are not aware 
of any new claims,” a spokesman for 
the airline said.

PARIS. — Ambassador Mordechai 
Gazit said in an interview with the 
"Tribune Juive” yesterday that 
Israel had not demanded that the 
French Premier visit Israel as a con- 
dition for Premier Rabin’s agree- 
ment to come -to' FVance. 

Gazit, interviewed in the French 
Jewish weekly only a few days 
before the visit to Israel of French 
Foreign Minister Louis de 
Guiringaud, said Rabin would 
probably come to France to • late 
September or early October. 

The envoy commented: "Israel 
has not laid down any prior con- 
ditions for the visjt to France by 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. Ob- 
viously Jerusalem hopes that, as Is 
customary, the French Prime 
Minister or President will return this 
visit. But reciprocity Is not a prior 
condition.” 

Gazit paid tribute to the govern- 
ment of President . Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing and Premier Raymond 
Barre for progressing "beyond the 
position on the Middle East adopted 


by the Socialist and Gaullist Par- 
ties.” ' 

The ambassador drew attention to 
the fact that both President Giscard 
and Foreign Minister Guiringaud no 
longer spoke of a “state” but of a 
"homeland" for the Palestinians. 

Gazit added: “I hope that both the 
Socialist and Gaullist parties will 
znodity their positions and no longer 
speak of a Palestinian state, or de- 
mand recognition by Israel of such a 
state or of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization.”

TEL AVIV. — Memorial meetings 
organized by the Committee for the 
Protection of. Arab Lands were held 
over the weekend in the Galilee 
villages of Shfaram and Kafr Kanna 
to mark the first anniversary of the 
“Land Day” protests to which six 
Arabs were killed. 

In contrast to last year's March 30 
demonstrations, which were held to 
protest government land expropria- 
tion 'policy. the meetings on Friday 
and yesterday were quiet and order- 
ly. -About 300 attended at Shfaram 
and 1,000 at Kafr Kanna, and two 
more meetings are scheduled tor 
later this week to other villages. 

At a press conference here last 
week, committee representatives 
reiterated the charges which led to 
last year’s violence. They said that 
Israel’s Arabs are gradually and 
methodically being deprived of all 
their land. They alleged that 1.5 
million dunam out of-the 2 million 
originally owned by Arabs in 1948 
have already been expropriated. 

Dannun pupils go 
back to school 
— a year late

ACRE. — Over 200 children of the 
village school at Sheikh Dannoun 
near here started their school year 
on Friday, nearly a year behind 
schedule. 

The school had been closed as a 
result of a dispute between the 
parents and the Education Ministry 
over the headmaster. The parents 
had at first objected to the principal, 
Ibrahim Dakawer, on the grounds 
that he was a Christian and the 
children are all Moslem. They later 
dropped this argument and criticiz- 
ed Dakawer’s ability. 

The ministry recently decided to 
appoint another principal, also & 
Christian, and the lessons started on 
Friday. 

Emmanuel Koplevitz, the Educa- 
tion Ministry official in charge of 
Arab schools, said on Friday he was 
aware that a change of principals un- 
der pressure of the parents would be 
subject to criticism. 

"But anything we did in this case 
would have aroused criticism from 
some quarter," he noted.

Widows’ pensions 
| to go up 30% 

! from next month 

Widows' allowances are to go up by 
30 per cent next month, the director- 
general of the National Insurance 
Institute, Rafi Roter, announced on 
Friday. Roter explained that the 
increase Is intended to bring tne 
allowances into line with the rise in 
average salaries. 

Widows with no children will now 
get EL572 each month (instead of 
HA 39) : widows with one child will 
get IL751 (IL576) ; and widows with 
two children will get IL930 (XLJ18). 

Roter also said that social benefits 
tor widows with no Independent 
source of Income will go up. giving a 
guaranteed monthly income — in- 
cluding the children's allowance — of 
IU , 339 (one child), Hi, 6 73 (two 
children, 1111,989 (three children) 
and XL2.342 (four children). 


Ministers to OK 
new phone rates

The Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee will probably approve today a 
proposal by the Communications 
Minister Aharon Uzan to raise 
telephone and postal rates by 23 to 30 
per cent as of April 1. 

Housing and Absorption Minister ' 
Shlomo Rosen will propose delaying 
the Increase of a few months, but he 
Is unlikely to vote against Uzan’s 
proposals. 'Hie higher tariff* will br- 
ing the government about IL600m. in 
revenue. 

The committee will alao approve 
Rosen’s proposal to remove all 
limitations on building of private 
housing. The order fixing size 
limitations will expire by the end of 
this month and is not to be continued. 
The reason is the slump In homing.

ROUE (UF1) . — The European Qmunon Market 
on Friday celebrated its 20th anniversary , 
resembling a hospital ward full of lame ducks 
and walking wounded. 

The economic community — folded by 
members who signed the Rome Treaties in 190T 
and were joined by three more in 1972 had 
pledged itself to achieving European union by 
1980. Rut the goal has now evaporated amid 
economic crisis. , a A 

And it took hours of acrimonious debate at the 
summit which followed Friday’s annivenazy 
celebration before French objections could be 
overcome to allowing the community as a whole 
to be represented at the coming May summit of 
TK m-O o T T 1 racis t industrial countries. 

Heads of state and government of the nine 
nations, together with their foreign ministers, on 
Friday convened in the same ornate hall In the 
nnMAnt Campldoglio here where the treaties 
were .signed, for a ceremony ma r ki n g the an- 


niversary. But there seemed little to celebrate. 
Several of the summit participants were here by 
the skin of their teeth. The community- itself is 
riven by economic discord- and affirmations of 
nationalism. 

Prime Minister James Callaghan of Britain, 
who presided at the summit, squeaked home in a 
confidence vote earlier this week with the help of 
the small Liberal Party. ' 

The French government of President Valery 
Glscard dTCstaing had Its foundations shaken by 
Socialist and Communist successes in municipal 
elections this month. The Italian Christian 
Democratic government survives only so long as 
the Communists permit It to, and is tainted by the 
Lockheed scandal. Extremist student riots this 
month rocked Italy. ’ 

The governments of both Belgium and the 
Netherlands were facing elections caused by con- 
flicts within their ruling coalitions. 

Hie chief item for discussion at the EEC sum- 


mit was the economic summit in London os May 
7-g, which will be. attended by U.S,: President 
Carter and other industrial world leaders. ' 
The question was: would Britain’s Roy 
Jenkins, president of the Common Market’s Ex- 
ecutive Commission, be allowed to attend the 
summit as representative of the community as a 
whole? * - 

France bad opposed this, wanting only the big 
members --itself, Britain, Italy and France —to 
be represented. But the small members, led by 
the Netherlands, had been firm. (“Now maybe 
the w or m turns,” a Dutch spokesman had said.) 

A compromise permi tting- Jenkins to aft in was 
worked out. But it will allow him to speak-only on 
those items directly affecting the community as 
a whole, such as trade matters or joint relations 
with the Third World. 

A spokesman said Jenkins regarded the com- 
promise — which is not designed to set a prece- 
dent — "with reasonable satisfaction.” . 


Thai regime crushes 


officers’ coup attempt 


BANGKOK (Reuter). — The Thai 
government yesterday crushed an 
attempted coup by a small group of 
army officers, and then gave per- 
mission tor five of the rebel leaders 
to leave the country in exchange for 
two hostages. 

But the men were stranded at 
Bangkok airport when a China Air 
Lines flight refused to take them to 
Taiwan, despite the decision to free 
them. 

A government announcement said 
the decision was taken to save Gen. 
Fraling Vlrapli, Army Chief of -Staff, 
and Gen. Prasert Thammasiri. 
Deputy Army Commander-In-Chief, 
who were token hostage when the 
rebel officers tried to seize power 
with the backing of 800 troops yester- 
day morning. 

The government of Th&nin 
Kravichien said one key army 
general — First Infantry Division 
Commander Arun Thavathaeint — 
was shot dead by the dissident 
soldiers who tried to take over. 

But otherwise the day’s drawn-out 
drama was apparently bloodless, 
and this city of more than lour 
million people went about its 


business largely unaffected. 

The government said the man 
behind the coup was ex-Gen. Chalard 
EHranyasiri, a 03-year-old soldier- 
politician sacked from the armed 
forces last October, shortly after a 
military coup which ended three 
years of democracy and led to the In- 
stallation of Thanln’s government. 

Gen. Chalard became a Buddhist 
monk shortly after bis ouster from 
the army, and he left the monastery 
to stage yesterday’s attempt. 

In a succession of broadcasts, the 
government said he- and his 
colleagues were backed by some 300 
men from the Ninth Army Division 
stationed in Kanchanaburi, west of 
here, who apparently moved into the 
capital overnight. 

Observers believe Gen. Arun, 
widely regarded as a capable of- 
ficer, was killed by the council 
because he refused to join them. 

The troops behind the 
“Revolutionary Council” occupied 
four or five buildings in Bangkok’s 
government area, including the 
radio station and the headquarters of 
the anti-communist Internal Securi- 
ty Operations Command (ISOC) . 


Bhutto arrests 


opponents as 
unrest spreads in Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD, ( AP) . — The Govern- 
ment put the entire Pakistan 
National Alliance (PNA) leadership 
in jail on Friday in a major 
crackdown to abort yesterday's 
opposition-announced general 
strike. 

The strike was called to protest 
alleged election rigging. Friday’s 
arrests were made under emergency 
rules in force since the 1971 war with 
India over Bangladesh. 

The arrested PNA leaders includ- 
ed its chief, Maulana Mufti 
Mahmood, who had not been touched 
by the government during the 18-day 
opposition campaign against alleged 
poll rigging. Mahmood’s arrest in- 
dicates Bhutto may have lost hope of 
bringing the opposition 'to the'' 
negotiating table. The PNA general 
Strike call was timed with the plann- 
ed opening yesterday of the con- 
troversial new National Assembly. 
The earlier assembly had been dis- 
banded on January 9 to pave the way 


for the elections. 

Meanwhile, in Multan on Friday, 
soldiers firing into a crowd of anti- 
government . demonstrators killed 
nine persons. Troops were also put in 
charge of Lahore, Hyderabad and 
parts Of Karachi. No official confir- 
mation of the fatal shootings was im- 
mediately available. 

The clash at Multan occurred after 
a sharp crackdown by Prime 
Minster Zulfikar All Bhutto’s 
government against the opposition’s 
protest campaign. Authorities warn- 
ed that lawbreakers would be shot on 
sight. 

Rioting and' demonstrations have 
torn 'Bhutto’s Sind province for 
more' than a week. In the -provincial 
capital of Karachi, tanks and troops 
maintained a vigil in' the streets 
where a curfew was imposed a week 
ago - following rioting that killed 
more than 60 persons and injured 
h undr eds. 


U.S., Cuba hold maritime talks

Chirac sworn 
in as new 


Paris mayor 


PARIS, l UPI). — Former Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac was elected 
Friday as the tint mayor of Paris 
since 1871 in a move that bolstered 
his position on the French political 
checkerboard. 

Chirac, who heads the powerful 
GaulHst party, now known as the’ 
Rally for the Republic, was elected 
6T-4C over communist Henri Fiszbhx. 
There were two blank ballots In the 
109-seat council. 

During Chirac’s- election and in- 
auguration in the ornate, gilded City 
Hall, police outside ‘the building 
briefly scuffled with about 500 strik- 
ing Paris printers who tried to get 
into the hall to voice their grievances 
to the new mayor. 

Six policemen and several 
demonstrators were alightty Injured 
before police dispersed the chanting, 
banner-waving marchers. 

In an apparent bid to show his pop- 
ular appeal, Chirac called on the 
Paris population to join him last 
night at a wreath-laying ceremony 
at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 
He urged war veterans to come with 
their battle flags to the ceremony un- 
der the Arch of Triumph. 

Chirac became mayor after Ms 
party defeated the slate put forward 
by President Valery Giscard d’Esta- 
ing and headed by Industry Minister 
Michel d’Omano. 

Chirac’s victory in Paris, though 
against Glscard’s candidate, was 
one of the few successes of the 
government coalition In the 
nationwide municipal elections, 
which were a landslide for the 
Socialist-Communist opposition. 

As mayor of Paris, Chirac will 
have an additional power base for 
his steady drive to gain national 
prominence. Chirac quit angrily as 
Giscard’s prime minister last 
August, claiming he didn’t have 
enough authority. 

He has since said more or less 
openly that Glscard Is too easygoing 
to make a real fight against the 
challenge from the left. Friends say 
Chirac expects to play a key role as 
the virtual majority leader in the 
coining campaign for the Marchl978 
parliamentary elections. • 

As mayor of Paris. Chirac will 
wield broad powers In the city under 
a recent law which discarded the 
past practice of running the capital 
through a. government -named 
prefect Though Paris has a history 
spanning more than 2,000 years, it 
has -had only 11 mayors before 
Chirac — and then only during brief, 
usually revolutionary, periods.

The Arab governments' argument 
is that they succeeded in influencing 
the PLO to drop a self-imposed doc- 
trine of refusal to sit with Israel to 
talk peace — thus reversing a past 
stance of "fighting to the finish." 

What the PLO has In fact done is to 
give its chief. Passer Arafat, a new 
flexible mandate, along with his new 
15-man Executive Committee, to 
seek the creation of a Palestinian 
state on the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip as a first step towards the ul- 
timate end of establishing a broader 
"secular state” replacing Israel. 
For Arafat and the Executive Com- 
mittee were given freedom of 
manoeuvre on various decisions 
short of changing the anti-Israel 
charter, which the PLO's powerful 
hardline opposition Insisted on 
preserving intact. 

The Arab governments might still 
challenge the misinterpretation of 
the PLO’s long-range policy. For 
what they appear to seek is to get 
themselves, first and foremost, off 
the PLO hook.

Consortium 
goes bankrupt 
after 

aiding Egypt 

CAIRO (UPI). — A consortium set 
up by four oil-rich Arab states has 
exhausted its capital by agreeing to 
loan Egypt 5I.S billion to holster its 
ailing economy, the newspaper "AI- 
Ahram" said In Friday's editions. 

Although it said the consortium 
will not end its activities, and 
described the loan as a "positive 
step.” the newspaper dropped hints 
about Egyptian dissatisfaction. 

The consortium, called the Gulf 
Authority for Development, was es- 
tablished last year by Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates, with the specific aim of 
helping Egypt. Its capital was set at 
52 b illio n, which the oil-rich Arabs 
considered an adequate amount to 
cover Egypt's requirements over 
five years. The Egyptians complain- 
ed at the time the figure fell short of 
their needs which they estimated at - 
between 510 and 512 billion over the 
same period. 

Apparently reacting to last 
January's food price riots, the Arabs 
agreed to loan Egypt the consor- 
tium's entire capital tills year — the 
51.5 billion. 

This left unanswered the question 
of future Arab aid to Egypt. 

Dr. Abdul-Moneim KAissouny, 
Vice-Premier for Economic Affairs, 
who negotiated the deal during a 
visit to Saudi Arabia, said it was 
agreed that instalments paid back 
by Egypt could be re-used by Egypt 
to finance development projects. "In 
this sense, the consortium's capital 
will be rotative and will be constant- 
ly re-invested." he said. 

Indicating that Egypt attempted to 
negotiate aid for five years, "Al- 
Ahram" said: "There is a great 
difference between the figures 
Egypt placed before our Arab 
brothers and the agreement which 
was reached. 

"The Egyptian request was based 
on a realistic assessment of the re- 
quirements of a five-year economic 
development plan," It said. The 
paper had earlier reported that 
Egypt needed at least 54 billion in 
immediate aid. This is aimed at 
helping Egypt cover chronic 
budgetary- deficit and repay short- 
term loans it had contracted at exor- 
bitant interest rates. 

The government attempted last 
January to cover part of the deficit 
by raising the prices of food, foe] and 
luxury goods, but wide-scale riots 
broke out in protest, forcing 
cancellation of the price hikes. 


Barclays boycotted 

JEDDAH (Reuter). — Saudi Arabia 
is to stop all trading with the British 
Barclays Bank group, the U.S. firm, 
Colgate, and several other com- 
panies because of their dealings with 
Israel.- the government gazette "Um 
al-QurX^reported -Friday- . 

The Saudi government blacklisted 
the companies, which include British. 
Vickers, after serving notice on 
them six months ago to conform with 
the Arab boycott of Israel, the 
gazette said. 

Barclays formed Its Tel Aviv- 
baaed Barclays Discount Bank in 
association with the Israel Discount 
Bank in 1971. It now has 50 branches 
in IsraeL 

(In London, a spokesman tor 
Barclays Bank said it had no 
branches in Saudi Arabia so there 
was no question of offices being 
closed down.)

South Yemen to accept a reconcilia- 
tion with its neighbour to the east, 
the Sultanate of Oman, where Scwth 
Yemenhas for years supported a lef- 
tist guerrilla insurgency. If true, 
that would signal a major step by the 
Aden government, which has East 
German and Cuban advisers, away 
from the radical camp and toward 
the bloc of Arab conservatives. It 
would continue a process that began 
a year ago when South Yemen first 
established diplomatic relations 
with Saudi Arabia. 

Authoritative Somali sources say 
that the decision by Somalian Presi- 
dent Mohammed Said Barre to par- 
ticipate In the Talz meeting is a 
reflection of deep Somali unhap- 
piness over Soviet support for the 
Ethiopian government. 

In the Somali view, the Soviets 
cannot be friends with Somalia and 
Ethiopia at the same time because 
the two are implacable enemies and 
the Somalis accuse Ethiopia of usur- 
ping vast stretches of territory that 
should be theirs. 

The ostensible subject of the Taiz 
meeting waa. -Red Sea security, 
which was also a principal topic of a 
summit conference of the ' Sudan. 
Egypt and Syria lest month. 

The real target of Arab concern is 
actually Ethiopia itself, according to 
Arab and Western diplomats, and, 
by association, the Soviet Union and 
its friends in Cuba and Libya who 
are also supporting the Ethiopian 
government. 

Informed sources here, including 
Somalis, give analysis of the 
complex Ethiopia situation, as view- ' 
ed by the Arabs: ■ 

The Sudanese are hostile to Addis 
Ababa because Ethiopia is friendly 
with the Soviet Union and Libya. 
Which the Sudan accuses of having 
jointly sponsored a coup plot last 
summer. So Sudan la openly suppor- 
ting the Eritrean' secessionists in 
Ethiopia. Both Ye mens also support^ 


the Eritrean movement. 

Egypt — which is allied with the 
Sudan — and Saudi Arabia, which is 
using its money and influence to 
counter radical influence all over the 
Middle East, are anxious about the 
possibility that the Soviet Union will 
gain a dominant position in Ethiopia. 

The Somalis have extensive 
territorial claims against Ethiopia 
and are hostile to anyone supporting 
the Ethiopians against them. This, 
according to Somali officials, is the 
reason why the Somalis, alter years 
of near total dependence on Moscow 
and uneasy relations with their anti- 
communist partners in the Arab 
league, may b e on the point of chang- 
ing direction. 

Somali diplomats have been tell-. 
log Western colleagues that the time 
has come for a new relationship 
between the U.S. and Somalia. They 
argue that Somalia’s socialist 
economic structure is an internal 
matter that has nothing to do with 
political allegiance or Communist 
ideology. They also have been saying 
that Somalia allowed itself to be 
armed by the Soviets because the 
Western countries refused to supply 
them weapons after their country 
gained Independence from Italy. 

They are also letting It be known 
t yf the Somalis, a poor but Intensely 
proud and independent peoples, are 
offing under what they consider 
heavy banded Soviet tutelage. 

The communique Issued after the 
Talz meeting called on France to 
grant independence to “the citizens 
of the Somali coast ol Djibouti” — 
wording that appears to lend support 
to Somalia’s territorial ambitions in 
the French territory of the Afars and 
Issas. 

That coastal enclave, which Is 
between Somalia and Ethiopia at the 
mouth of the Red Sea, fa. due to 
become independent in June. Com- 
monly referred to as Djibouti, after 
its port, the territory is considered 
vital by both Somalia and Ethiopia 
and fa one of the many causes of the 
friction between them. 


Lebanese live together, 
but die separately

BAROUK, Lebanon (AD . — The 
church bells were silent last Sunday 
in this shame-ridden mountain 
village. 

Pews inside the ochre stone church 
lay scattered under chandeliers half 
torn from their fixings. Ashes from a 
bonfire on the centre of the marble 
altar made a black heap just In front 
of the empty tabernacle. The priest’s 
vestments were strewn where they 
had been thrown by Druse youths in 
a vengeance spree fallowing the . 
assassination of their leftist leader, 
Karoal Junblatt, ten days ago. 

As some desecrated the Maronite 
Christian church, others burst into 
Christian homes and mowed down 
the families inside with 
machine guns. 

Villagers in hillside communi- 
ty of 7,000 Druse and Christians who 
try to live together — - but sometimes 
die separately — say about 20 
Christians were killed', .most from 
the Nakhle clan. Another half dozen 
were slain in nearby hamlets, they 
say. 

The bodies were rounded up by 
Syrian peacekeeping troops and 
gathered one morning for a quick 
burial in the local graveyard, 
without ceremony or priest. 

Then the Syrian soldiers escorted 
Christian survivors away to safety. 
The two thirds Druse majority 
remained with one, stubborn 75- 
year-old Nakhle elder who remained 
behind with the memory of what 
happened there. 

"We all condemn this act,” All 
Melawi, a Druse villager, told 
visitors to his brother's grocery 
shop. "It was horrible. It was the 
party people who did it. The 
socialists. All they think of fa Kama] 
Junblatt.” 

The flag of Junblatt’ a Progressive 
Socialist Party flew at party head- 
quarters about 20 metres from the 
church. 

The 90-year-old Junblatt, a 
French-educated landowner, headed 
the leftist-Palestinlan alliance in 
Lebanon’s 20-month civil war. He 
also was hereditary political chief- 
tain of the 175.000 Lebanese Druse, 
most of them scattered in small 
villages like Barouk. 

The killings here were part of a 
spontaneous Druse reprisal wave In 
the craggy central Lebanese hills 



after Junblatt was machine-gunned 
by four unidentified assassins at a 
nearby bend in the road. Reliable 
security sources said about 200 

Christiana were killed. 

The outburst reflected how closely 
Christians, Druse and Moslems Uve 
together here tinder the snow-topped 
mountains separating Lebanon from 
Syria. It also reflected their history 
of sporadic hate and violence. 

"The boys from our town are 
clean,” said Tanyoa Faria Nakhle 
over coffee with foreign visitors and 
Druse neighbours in his home. "Out- 
siders must have done it. We have 
lived together with the Druse for 400 
years." 

The Druse are an offshoot of the 
Moslem religion, whose adherents 
make up about 40 per cent of 
Lebanon’s three million inhabitants. 
Their rites are rooted in secrecy and 
their tenets tend toward mysticism. 

The Maronites, who recognize the 


spiritual authority of the Roman 
Catholic Pope in Rome, are the 
largest Christian sect in Lebanon. 
They traditionally dominated the 
economy and politics. 

Tribal massacres like the one In 
Barouk — and friendship like that 
between Nakhle and his neighbours 
— are part of Lebanon’s 
contradiction-ridden history. 

"You see the nail on my finger and 
the. flesh underneath." said the 
grizzle-bearded Nakhle as his Druse 
friends looked on. "We and the 
Druse are as close as that. Every 
home in this village fa like my home. 
I am at home with all the people in 
this village.” 

But thousands of Christians and 
Druse were killed In a spiral of 
revenge during a religious war in the 
1860s. Religious bitterness also 
helped fan the war that ravaged 
Lebanon until Syrian troops imposed 
peace last November. 


Teacher’s 
rights, or 
Moslem 
rites 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain’s 
Court of Appeal ruled last week that 
a Moslem teacher could not leave 
school on Fridays In the name of 
religious freedom. 

Appeal Judge Lord Denning dis- 
missed a claim of unfair d i s missal 
brought by schoolteacher Iftikhar 
Ahmed, who had been told by the 
London education authorities that he 
could not spend 45 minutes at prayer 
every Friday afternoon and receive 
full pay. 

”1 venture to suggest that it would 
do the Moslem community — or any 
other minority group — no good if 
they were given preferential treat- 
ment over the great majority of 
people," said Lord Denning. 

"If it should happen that, in the 
name of religldus freedom, they 
were given special privileges or ad- 
vantages, it would provoke discon- 
tent, and even resentment, among 
those with whom they work — as, in- 
deed. it has done in this case. 

“The cause of racial integration 
would suffer,” he added. 

Lord Denning added: “I think that 
Mr. Ahmed's right to manifest his 
religion in practice and observance 
must be subject to the right of the 
education authorities under his con- 
tract, and to the interests of the 
children he is paid to teach." 

Ahmed, 37, resigned his full-time 
teaching post at a Roman Catholic 
primary school two years ago in 
protest at an ultimatum delivered by 
the inner London Education Authori- 
ty- 

They told him that if he wished to 
continue going absent to pray every 
Friday afternoon he would only be 
employed part-time on the basis 6t a 
four-and-a-half day week. 

The Court of Appeal dismissed his 
case by a 2-1 majority. Ahmed was 
refused leave to appeal to the House 
of Lords.

Growing old together, gracefully 


THE BOUSE is a dream cottage, net 
in a rambling garden, Hoae- 
Wreatfced house and garden seem to 
be growing old gracefully together. 

The same feeling in conveyed by 
tiie couple who live in the cottage. 
They came separately from Russia 
in 1920, met at the PoaJei Zion 
Bdrochov Club the same year, 
married,- and have lived happily . 
ever afterwards. 

While Genfa Gertahfltov goesto the 
kitchen to make tea, her husband, 
Nahum explains to me that he came 
from Minsk, after spending five 

years In Paris. Hla parents, whom he 

had left in . Russia, were killed at 
BaW Tar. Bier family moved from - 
Odessa to Kiev to Leningrad,, but 
then they all came together to 
Israel. 

Nahum came here without money, 
but, even In 1930, the Zionist 
Org anisatio n took care of new im- 
migrants, al thoug h not on the lavish 
scale of today. He was allowed to 
stay ten days free of charge in the 
Beit Olixn, (Immigrants' Hostel) 
then given a loan of three Palestine 
pounds (then on a par with sterling) 
repayable at 20 piastres a month, 
and sent out Into the world to earn 
his living. 

"He's going ahead too fast with his • 
story — what about mine?” says Dr. 
Gertshikov, returning with hot, 
strong, Russian tea. 

"I was a qualified dentist, but the 
Russians wouldn't allow me toliring • 
any equipment with me. So 1 went to ! 
a kvutza, near Fetah Tikva — my 
group later farmed the nucleus' of 
Glvat Hashlosha. We lived In tents, 
and I worked in the vegetable gar- 
dens and tobacco fields till I 
developed serious trouble with my 
legs. 

“The doctor said that Ihad to go on 
a diet and do light work, but those 
were both Impossible things in the 
kvutza at that time ; it was too poor. 

So I left, and went to Tel Aviv. I had 
nowhere to live, but a friend let me 
sleep In her bath. Then another 
friend took me into her home, which

was much more spacious — she lived, 
in a cellar, which had formerly been 
a laundry. Fbr recreation we went to 
the Borochov Club, and that was 
where I met Nahum. We fell In love 
and got married”. 


Nahum was a dental technician 
he had brought some primitive 
tools with him from Paris.. 
Nevertheless, at first they did not 
tMnk of setting up practice together. 

"A friend from Haifa, who knew 
Nahum from abroad said that ahe 
could get hlnrwurk there with Kupat 
Hollm, so we went to Haifa. He got 
paid for his work, but had to provide 
his own materials. 


"We soon realized that we couldn't 
make out, so I opened a clinic in the 
apartment where we .lived, and we 
started to work together. Unfor- 
tunately, our landlady had also been 
a dentist In Russia; when. she saw 
that I was getting patients, she asked 
herself why she shouldn't use the 
apartment for a clinic of her own. So 
out we had to go.” 

The couple moved to Rehov Neve 
Sha'anan in Tel Aviv, the street 
famoos now as the shoe market, 
close to the Central Bus Station. 

"It was beautiful then — little 
houses with gardens,” Nahum says. 
“For a while we were very happy. Of 
course, times were very hard. We 
charged 60 piastres for a gold 
filling.” 

“It wasn't only that we charged so 
Uttle,” Genia takes up the story. "All 
our patients were workers. If a man 
was lucky enough to have a full-time 
job, he earned sis pounds a month. 
From this he had to pay his rent, and 
to feed, clothe and educate his 
family. How could he afford to worry 
about his teeth or the family's teeth? 
Dental treatment was considered a 
luxury.” 

"Not only that; these people were 
our friends, not just patients,” 
Nahum interposes. "If they needed 
money for some emergency, or they 


didn't have full-time jobs of -course 
we had to give- them unlimited 
credit. 

“Having work was a wonderful 
thing in those times. A relative of my 
wife's , Ze'ev Abramovich, a famous 
Zionist Socialist writer, was one of 
the leaders of Foalei Zion. He used to 
agonize over the problem of taking a 
job, when work was rationed to two 
days a week per person. ‘If I don’t 
work, 1 he would say, ‘I'm-’ commit- 
ting a breach of all my principles. If 
I do work, I'm taking the bread out of 
a comrade's mouth.' ” 

How did he resolve the dilemma? 

Nahum laughs. "What could he 
do? He worked.” 


to Palestine, the Russians gave me a 
passport which allowed me to return 
there within a year. Otherwise 1 
would lose my Russian citizenship. 


SO TIMES were very hard in Rehov 
Neve Sha'anan, but they managed to 
eke out & living. Then the situation 
deteriorated radically. The 1929 riots 
broke out. Jews moved out of the 
area, a trouble spot, and the 
Geztshficova found even their poorly- 
paying patients were disappearing. 
Eventually they realized that they 
too, would have to move. 

Nahum found a plot of land in 
Schechunat Borochov, now a part of 
Givatayim, on the border with 
Ram at Gan, adjoining the Hapoel 
Stadium. They bought the plot, 
which la on a small hill, now dwarfed 
by blocks of typical Israeli 
apartments. 

"It was wonderful then," says 
Nahum, you could see the sea. In the 
spring the whole area was covered 
with wild flowers. I loved nature — . 
still do. I used to work in the garden 
from five o'clock till eight o'clock In 
the morning, then I'd become a den- 
tal technician. 

"We built a Uttle house with two 
rooms, one for ourselves and one for 
the patients' — at night, the children 
slept there. ChraduaUy people began 
to move into the ache chuno, and they 
became our patients. Life was hard, 
but we were very happy.” 

Genia comments: “When I came 


But I never thought for a moment of 
going hack.” 

They two sons, one of whom is 
ah electro-technician,' the other a 
well-known painter and sculptor, at 
present In London. 1 *Biit he's coming 
back, of course,” Genia says quick- 
ly. “For us It would be a tragedy if he 
were to leave Israel permanently. 
We didn't raize children for export, 
did we? Yerida hurts uz to -our 
hearts.” 

Nahum added new rooms to the 
cottage, new trees and flowers to the 
garden. .They worked hard. The 
locusts ate the busy, fruitful middle 
years of their lives. Suddenly they 
had reached retirement' age. - 

They could have gone on with their 
practice, but they felt that they bad 
done enough dentistry. What were 
they to do? They decided to devote 
themselves to helping new Im- 
migrants. to settle down in Israel. 

“Ifs not just money and housing 
and work 'they need: it's warmth, 
friendship, sympathy!' advice," 
Gezda says. “Take the Russians who 
have been coming in the last few 
yean. For them It is aa ff they have 
come from, another planet. *niey 
don’t understand anything about the 
way of life. 

"We cant leave everything to the 
Jewish Agency and other in- 
stitutions; the -immigrants need the 
personal touch. If every veteran 
family would ‘adopt* one or two im- 
migrant families, there would be 
less of their not wanting to re- 
main In Israel. Somebody has to 
show them how to live here.” 

During Purim, the Gertshlkovs 
had a party for 12 people, most of 
them new immigrants they had 
befriended. 

“Helping new immigrants is not 
only a duty which veterans should 
take on themselves for the sake of 
the country," Genia insists. "It's 
also a pleasure.”.

Holon disregards its 



HOLON. — Development plans for 
this city threaten possibly important 
archaeological sites as well as some 
15 ancient sycamore trees, which 
may.be 2,500 years old.

The sycamore is thought to be the 
survlviji 


country’s oldest surviving plant 
species, even older than the ouvea. 
Their age is determined by the soil 
level out of which they grow. This is 
generally far below the sandy layer 
which started forming on the coastal 
plains some 1,500 years ago. The 
youngest of the Holon sycamores are 
estimated to be 1,000 years old. They 
cannot be moved and re-planted 
without severe — often fatal — 
damage. 

The sycamores currently la 
danger are in the area east of Rehov 
Ah&ronovich, which is ear-marked 
for the Klryat Ben-Gurion housing 
development. Bulldozers are to 
begin road construction work .on the 
sand-dunes in about two months 
time. ' 

Archaeologists note -that 
sycamores were regarded as sacred 
trees in ancient times and were 
usually surrounded by temples, 
altars or graves. Thus extant trees 
generally indicate the existence of 
archaeological sites beneath them. 

The Nature Reserves' Authority, 
the Nature Protection Society and 
the local Council for the Environ- 
ment have all appealed to the city to 
see to it that the ancient trees are 
spared. The Nature Reserves 
Authority has written to the mayor 
informing him that the sycamore is a 
protected tree and that cutting it 
down without the authority's permis- 
sion Is a criminal offence. 

The Nature Protection Society told 
The Jerusalem Post that. JA has 


watch on the sand-dunes, that Are to 
become Klryat Ben-Gurlon. to make 
sure that the trees are not bulldozed 
down. ' 

. Mayor Pinhas Eylon has promised 
to save “all sycamores that can be 
saved” and in two cases, develop- 
ment plans have been' altered to 
make way far the trees.

“Building 
plans show that houses are to be built 
directly over a number of sycamorefl

Archaeologist Yartv Sh&pira, who ' 
has campaigned for the trees and for 
the preservation of archaeological 
sites In Holon for the past 27 years, 
told The Post that he "would be very 
surprised if the sycamores do not in- 
dicate that below them. lies buried a . 
wealth of archaeological relics. The 
trees, which are of East African 
origin, were all planted by man and 
designated a- hallowed site. In the 
past when such trees were cut down, - 
and the area . around them - was 
bulldozed to make way for Holon 
houses,, ancient ruins were dis- 
covered below. But by that time it 
was usually too late to do more than . 
a last-minute rescue dig dr a post- 
mortem examination of a ruined 
site.” 

. Shapiro, who is the director of the 
nearby Azor Antiquities Museum, 
contends that Holon Is one of the - 
“richest areas in the country as far 
as archaeological sites are concern- .. .

Scientists fear terror gangs 
may get ‘germ weapons’ 


The forum left no doubt of the 
awesome consequences of this latest 
scientific triumph, but it also showed 
that the scientific community, and to 
a rapidly growing extent the 
American public too, la split over 
whether those consequences are 
likely to be awesomely good or 
awesomely bad. . 

Robert Sinsbeimer, of Caltech, 
told the forum that “science has not 
taken so large a step into the un- 
known since Rutherford began to 
spilt atoms.*' 

The DNA enthusiasts who spoke at 
the forum described the promising, 
and in some cases startling, 
progress that has been made. The 
first ever practical application may 
be the production of a new sort of 
vaccine made by reworking the 
genes of the bacterium E. Coll which 
causes the diarrhoea from which 
many young cattle and pigs die. 

Other possibilities “in the near 
future," according to a 
microbiologist from Johns Hopkins 
University, are for the better un- 
derstanding of hereditary and infec-

tioua diseases, and of cancer. It may 
also be possible to use recombinant 
DNA to make insulin, used in 
treating diabetics. 

There are at least two potentially 
revolutionary uses for agriculture: 
the mass production of proteins for 
use as animal feed, and replacing 
nitrogen fertiliser with nitrogen- 
producing genes in crop growing. 
Given the rising cost of fertilisers 
made from oil or coal this could have 
tremendous Interest for the poor and 
underfed countries. 

But every time someone came up 
with an argument in favour of DNA 
research he was met with two main 
challenges: is it safe? and even if it 
la safe, is-it moral? 

WORRIES about safety are already 
widespread and growing. The Mayor 
of Cambridge, Massachusetts, 


stopped Harvard from building a 
laboratory for recombinant DNA 
research, and only relented when a 
-citizens' commission looked into the 
problem and got Harvard to agree to 
safeguards laid down by the 
National Institute of Health. The 
state of New York will, bring in 
legislation to control and even 
license DNA research. 

The most obvious safety worry is 
that man-made genes might infect 
laboratory workers or escape from 
the laboratory. 

But there are more complex 
worries than these. By introducing 
new genes, Slnshetmer argued, man 
would be “intervening profoundly In 
the evolutionary process.” Man- 
made genes could touch off 
dangerous mutations in microbes or 
viruses that are presently harmless 
to human and animal life. 

The final argument of Slnshetmer 
and those who think like him is that 
scientists are not only profoundly 
“ignorant of the extent of our ig- 
norance" but are also preparing a 
technology of such possible power 


that it would be “fit only far a 

rational, farsighted, unerring, in- 
corruptible people.” 

Fbr there is no doubt that, however 
uncomfortable any mention of the 
subject made the supporters of DNA 
research, its worst potential horror 
is that it brings human genetic 
engineering very much closer. 

But behind the moral objection lies 
a broader, political one. Sinsbeimer 
put it best. “Biologists.” he said, 
"have become, without wanting it, 
the custodians of great and terrible 
power.” The problem was how they 
could share it in anything like the 
way that conventional political 
power is- divided up under the 
wisdom of the American constitu- 
tion. 

Even if that is achieved, the critics 
obviously feared America would be 
tempted to use the new genetics as & 
“quick fix.” The sort of point they 
frequently made was that instead of 
hoping DNA research would lead to a 
cancer cure. America ought to con- 
centrate on eliminating the pollution 
at workplaces and in the environ- 
ment that causes so much cancer. 

There was among them, too, a 
pessimism that the logic of dis- 
covery could not be beaten. Too 
many scientific careers were in- 
volved. Neither the politicians nor 
the military would let America pull 
out while other countries continued. 
Industry was already deeply In- 
terested. The forum itself, it turned 
out, had been partly financed by 
seven pharmaceutical companies.

Steady work, six nights a 
week for a solid year, and the kind of 
experience he needed, came from 
composer Gary Bertini who hired 
Miguel to play bis guitar In a 
Chamber Theatre production of Lor- 
ca's "Blood Wedding." 

The show ended, Miguel married 
an Israeli, and headed for New York. 
“I had a good case of *rock fever,' he 
explains. “I was beginning to feel 
confined." 

In New York competition was 
rough, reviews written in Hebrew 
carried no weight, and Miguel and 
wife Hadi almost starved on their 
combined incomes of 45 dollars a 
week. If Hadi hadn't been enrolled at 
CCNY's graduate school of social 
work, the couple might not have 
stuck it out long enough for Miguel to 
be spotted by CMA (Creative 
Management Artists 1 who arranged 
a stint at the Hotel Plaza playing 
flamenco guitar. 

The Plaza led to the concert series 
with Laura Nyro, the sensational 
young American Jewish composer 
who excited the contemporary music 
world with "And When I Die.” For 
two years and three tours, one of 
which took them to Japan. Miguel 
opened the show and Laura closed it. 

“After that, Hadi and I moved to 
Denver where for four years I. did 
my own two hour concerts at univer- 
sities and colleges. I even played in 
Pueblo once and saw the guys who 
originally dubbed me Miguel — most 
of them are pumping gas now.” 


A few months ago Miguel, Hadi, 
and their young son returned to 
Israel for good. Miguel enrolled man 
ulpan and began to look for work. 
One of his first phone calls was to 
Dani Litani, an old friend I “When he 
was in New York with Tsh Chasid 
Haya' we got together regularly, 
often with Dani’s friend Bob 
Dylan”), who invited Miguel to join 
his new three man show. Miguel also 
did another Lorca programme, this 
time for educational television, with 
old friend Gary Bertlni: and a radio 
show with Mani Pe'er. Together with 
a French flautist, he composed and 
played the theme for producer- 
director Jeff Eger's new IBM film. 

There is no question that Miguel, 
now rehearsing with Hava Albers- 
tein for her new TV special. Is very 
good. Dani Litani describes him as 
“probably the best flamenco and 
classical guitarist in Israel today, 
and picking up rock from us very 
quickly." He is also versatile 
(besides guitar, Miguel plays the 
banjo, violin, fiddle, mandolin, and 
has just learned the bass), and a 
genuinely nice guy. 

Many Israelis who knew him nine 
years ago are surprised that Miguel 
has* returned to Israel; his connec- 
tions in the States were so good that 
he probably could have made it 
"really big.” Miguel, on the other 
hand, is surprised at the ease with 
. which he has moved back into his old 
"scene.” 

"My phone hasn’t stopped 
ringing," he marvels. “Everytime I 
do something, people hear about it 
and call me up. I guess there just 
aren't that many guitarists in Israel.

But I want my roots to he 
here.” 


Strip shows among 
the Strauss waltzes

HELSINKI (Ofzu) — At the turn of 
the century in Vienna, between the 
wars in Paris and resldually In such 
cities as Munich and Brussels the tea 
dance has been a popular, though 
chaste, variation on the theme of boy 
meets girl. What mother, however, 
protective, could object to her 
daughter enjoying military two- 
steps and cream buns between five 
and seven?. And single ladles of a 
certain age could have rhythm and 
companionship without risk 
of... well, without risk. 

In London during the thirties (the 
Savoy) and in the same period in Ox- 
ford (the Cadena Cate), the tea 
dance was an essential part of the 
social life of young things and the 
young In heart. But since World War 
n more robust social habits — plus, 
of course, the expense of employing 
even two violins and a piano — have 
all but put paid to this custom. 

However in Finland, remotely 
placed in the top right band corner of 
Western Europe, not only is the tea 
dance firmly entrenched, but it 
flourishes. 

Just as the Japanese businessman 
tumbles out of his office and straight 
into a night club, his Finnish 
counterpart goes straight to the 
many tea dance restaurants to while 
away the rush hour and, no doubt, 
will later have to apologise for being 
kept late at the office. 

This being Finland means, of 
course . that something stronger than 
tea is available and it’s possible to 
have a steak rather than chocolate 
cake, but the purpose is to dance: 
tango, quickstep, samba, waltz, jive 
and, especially, to enjoy the unique 
Finnish beat of “humppa." 

The proprietors of such places, 
clearly onto a good thing, advertise 
daily in Helsinki's newspapers. Fbr 
them it fills a profitable gap between 
day-time meals and & late night 
floor-show. At a normally dead time 
of day, their establishments fill up, 
winter and summer. 

The cates generally have delight- 
ful names reminiscent of the sort of 
place The Third Mon might have 
used in post-war Vienna. There's 
“Old Robert", "Budapest," "Fen- 
nia,” the Squirrel Cate” (the so- 
called “Squirrel Girls" are famous) , 
a student club restaurant called 
“Tavlstia" and another oddly labell- 
ed “Victoria Station,” plus the in- 
evitable “Bacchus.” 

Making a curious compromise 
with modernity and a perhaps slight- 
ly dated correctitude, there is a cate 
called "The Thirty Three" in 
Helsinki’s East End ’which provides 
strip shows between the Strauss 
waltzes. 

For those who don’t like tea 
between the foxtrots another es- 
tablishment serves only coffee, but 
all of them cater for traditional 
tastes In Finnish popular music. In 
addition to’ thfe‘ "graphic ally -named 
Humppa — a Bavarian-style one, 
two. three — there is the Scandina-

vian polka and a variation of these 
two not readily identified by a non- 
Finnish ear, called the Jenkka which 
Is just as insistent, but more sen- 
timental than the Humppa. 

Many of these places specialise in 
“Ladle's' Night TeaB" on which oc- 
casions it's forbidden fbr the men to 
ask a girl to dance: the initiative is 
her's alone. 

The conventions of the Finnish fhi 
datuiants are few, hut rigid. Bowing 
to the hoped-for partner is expected; 
there must be no undue familiarity 
on the dance floor; the girl must be 
escorted hack to her place; you may 
only sit at her table if she invites you 
to do so; and while at all times she 
may decline to dance, if a girl asks a 
man onto the floor, it's not done un- 
der any circumstances to refuse her. 

Easy, really, and very charming. 
But what tea dances are not, and 
never have been, are pick-up joints. 
The slightest hint of any unwelcome 
insistence on a man’s part and he 
will be shown the door by a uniform- 
ed bouncer. His main job is to take 
coats (and boots if it is winter) and 
prevent any opportunist drunk try- 
ing to crash this essentially 19th cen- 
tury ritual. 

But will coarser and more contem- 
porary habits break in and destroy 
something which is an anachronism 
in the rest of Europe? It seems im- 
probable. The Finns, often wrongly 
thought of by the rest of the world as 
monosyllabic and miserable, in fact 
combine gaiety with an almost 
Slavic sentimentality. 

Moreover, in a society which con- 
trives a paradoxical license and for- 
mality between the sexes the the 
dansant perfectly combines these 
two aspects of Finnish life.

THE CHARMING and inventive 
Haydn Symphony, which though 
simple and naive always reveals the 
great composer, was given a rather 
Inattentive performance by the 
orchestra- The conductor’s very ex- 
pansive movements did not lead to 
any Interpretative finesse, and the 
reading was no more than perfunc- 
tory. 

On the other hand, the presenta- 
tion of the Fifth Symphony hy 
Tchaikovsky was well beyond expec- 
tations. Shmuel Friedman pulled out 
all the stops and gave us undiluted 
all the extremes of Tchaikovsky's in- 
spiration. Soft, sentiment, brutal 
barbarity, moist melancholy, roua- 
ing* rhythm ^ it was all there with a 
vengeance. The orchestra un- 
reservedly followed the conductor's 
directives and the result was a per- 


formance such as I have never 
before experienced of this rather 
hackneyed symphony. Bravo, Fried- 
man! 

Walter Hautxig left us with mixed 
feelings, after listening to hi* inter- 
pretation of the “Emperor" Concer- 
to. EEe is such a good pianist and 
musician that one is at a loss how to 

understand this performance. Of 
course, he played all the notes cor- 
rectly and observed all the com- 
poser's directives; moreover, Haut- 
sdghasa beautifully developed sense 
of sound and most of his phrases are 
well rounded out with love and care. 
Yet. he applied a strange method of , 
running off at : the end of many 
phrases, which is unpardonable In a 
Beethoven Concerto. Rubato is not 
customary In classical music and 
therefore Hauttlg's approach, which 
generally adheres to the European 
tradition, was all the more puzzling. 
Any misgivings were however dis- 
pelled by his encore — a Chopin Noc- 
turne — where he endeared him self 
to the audience with lovely sonorities 
and romantic sentiments of great 
beauty.

THIS WAS a commendable effort by 
the Baptist community In Israel, 
reminding oldtlmers of the Palestine 
Broadcasting Service's Choral 
Society (which used to perform “The 
Messiah" *«d other oratorios under 
the direction of Crawford McNair, 
the then director of the P-B.S. ). Much 
painstaking preparation must have 
gone into the production; volunteer 
spirit and love of music were ap- 
parent in every piece, and devotion 
to the cause of the work helped to 


overcome all difficulties. 

The conductor doubled as soprano 
aolo, the bass-baritone as conductor; 
the pianist (who very effectively 
tried to replace the orchestra on the 
piano) as tenor soloist, and an un- 
named chorister aa piano replace- 
ment. 

The choir sang with clear voices 
and good diction, and balance 
between the groups waa maintained 
'■throughout. The acoustics of the 
church tend to confuse the sound, but 
nothing Is perfect in this world. The 
total commitment of all the par- 
ticipants was so heart-warming as to 
compensate for any other short- 
comings.

Next Thursday night, April 7, in 
Belgrade, Tel Aviv Maccabi will 
tackle Italy's Mobilgirgi — for the 
European Cup of Basketball Cham- 
pions.

Olym- 
piakos of Athens, the Rumanians, 
Dynamo of Bucharest: and, most 
dangerous of all, Slnuldlnye of 
Bologna. 

Maccabi showed an Inkling of what 
was to come when they scored 
successive victories on the road 
against the Greeks and then the 
Rumanians. 

Their showdown with the Italians 
at Tad Eliahu was expected to 
decide whether or not they would ad- 
vance to the final round. The Italian 
champions had come in ahead of 
European champions Mobilgirgi in 
the strong Italian league. 

After an Indecisive first half, the 
Maccabians put on a blitz and won. 
110-81. virtually ensuring themselves 
a place in the finals.

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Challenge for Rabin 


ACCORDING to the polls, the Alignment will remain Israel's 
leading party. Mr. Rabin will therefore, in all likelihood, be call- 
ed upon to be the country’s next Prime Minister. The chaos on 
the labour front raises the distinct possibility that Mr. Rabin 
will have nothing to lead but a country in domestic shambles. 

Die Histadrut is evidently powerless. The Treasury is equally 
helpless. Nor is there,- if the truth be told, any remedy for 
reckless strikes which have their roots In a wage policy which 
gambled on the political and social feasibility of eroding the liv- 
ing standards of large numbers of workers through Inflation. 
The result is that mostly the privileged groups of employees 
cynically exploit the election-time weakness of a government 
which has lost its bearings to extort what they can. 

Now is the time therefore for Mr. Rabin to show his 
leadership. In the naked power game being played out, it is only 
the full exercise of moral authority that can restore a measure 
of sanity. Mr. Rabin should take time out from foreign affairs 
and from election activities to deal with the situation. 

He, and no other, should summon the workers’ committees 
now involved in strikes, sanctions and slowdowns and make it 
clear to them that their attempt to exploit the election campaign 
is vain. He should commit himself and his party to a rational 
review of wage policy, but he should also make it dear that the 
workers have the choice of the Alignment, traditionally aligned 
with labour, or the Likud and DMC, which want compulsory ar- 
bitration. He Bhould make it clear that the attempt to extort 
gains because elections are pending is Illusory. He should also 
make it clear to his own party that concessions to unjustified 
demands are equally illusory, for they will not produce any elec- 
toral advantages. 

To paraphrase a famous slogan of Ren-Gurion, at the out- 
break of World War H — the elections should be fought as if 
there was no labour problem, and the labour problem should be 
dealt with as if there were no elections. 


Test for Carter 


AN UNNAMED State Department official commenting on 
President Carter's policy of open public diplomacy as shown In 
bis comments on the Ar&b-Israel dispute and on human rights In 
the Soviet Union, is reported as saying “ft’s madness, but there 
is a method to the madness." Whether there Is or is not — in the 
Soviet case — should begin to become dear at the end of the pre- 
sent mission of Secretary of State Cyrus Vance to Moscow. 

Few of President Carter’s critics have charged him with 
naivete in his statements on human rights for the dissidents in 
the Soviet Union. At most he has been accused of prejudicing the 
success of the delicate arms limitation talks Mr. Vance will 
begin, because the Soviets will resent the President’s meddling 
in their internal affairs. 

There is a certain simplistic conviction In this argument at 
first sight but it pales on further consideration. For there 1 b hope 
for meaningful progress on arms limitation between the two 
global powers only on a basis of mutuality. 

Sufficient evidence has been accumulated over the past few 
years of arms limitation talks between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union to question the basic validity of the Kissingerian ap- 
proach that Soviet agreement on arms can be bought by otters 
of economic a far-going and one- 

sided muting of the ideological dispute between the.two powers. 

There are logical grounds for the opposite argument: that the 
Soviet leadership will cooperate on arms limitation because of 
the Russian people's profound fear of war and the intolerable 
economic strains created .by a runaway arms race. 

Negotiating an arms limitation agreement on this assumption 
can only be carried out from a position of strength, or at least of 
parity between the parties. In this regard, the U.S: has certainly 
engaged in its previous talks with the Soviets from a position of 
psychological and moral weakness engendered by the trauma of 
the Vietnam war. 

One of the possible interpretations of President Carter’s 
"methodical madness" is that it constitutes an attempt on the 
part of a new and innovative president to establish a new basis 
for^elations with the Soviet Union which assumes continuation 
of the old ideological contention alongside pursuit of an un- 
derstanding on arms limitation. 

President Carter has shot off the initial salvo signalling his in- 
tention to play such a dual game and Mr. Brezhnev has replied 
in kind. Only after Mr. Vance's mission will it become known 
whether the possibility of playing a double game is tenable.

Rabin's illegal foreign currency ac- 
count is not Just a minor in- 
advertence of a naive little lady, but 
is a symptom of the sickness of the 
times. 

More than anything else, Israel 
needs moral and spiritual recovery. 
It Is for this reason that I believe that 
Mr. Rabin could render no greater 
service to this country and the 
Jewish people than by resigning. 
This would be a heroic step in the 
direction of that recovery.

Sir, — The disclosure of the ex- 
istence of a U.S. banh account in the 
name of the Prime Minister's wife 
demonstrates once again the 
foolishness of our monetary at- 
titudes as promulgated in our 
currency regulations.

The primacy issue in this case is 
not the degree of Mrs. Rabin's guilt. 
The opposition will attend to that 
without outside stimulation. More 
important is the widespread practice 
of evasion of these regulations. In 
the simplest form, it consists of the 
purchase and acquisition of $100 


bills. Israelis look upon this ss 
' private savings accounts. By driving 
underground this human desire to 
save, the Government unwittingly 
Jtxortq itself, since the income la 
pound terms escapes the tax pet and 
the capital la lost to the Israeli 
economy. 

On the move sophisticated level, 
Israelis who have lived abroad or 
who have overseas contacts hold 
their funds in foreign bank accounts 
sad securities. Ironically, in this 
case, the income becomes subject to 
tax, but another country receives the 
benefit Only the foolish and unlucky- 
get caught 

The Likud M.K. who has 
characterized the violation of the 
currency regulations as "morally 
culpable" has his priorities 
backwards. These regulations can. 
be compared to the unfortunate ex- 
periment of the. U.S. with prohibi- 
tion. The law was impractical, and, 
despite high-sounding preachings by 
the naive, the public did not really 
want it The result was impossibility 
of enforcement and the control cf the 
liquor and related businesses by 
elements of society outside the law. 
So it is with our currency restric- 
tions. It is immoral to prohibit a 
citizen from pursuing the natural in- 
clination to save with some instru- 
ment that affords Urn a store of 
value. Forcing a resident to limit his 
savings to what the bureaucrats 
authorize is disguised confiscation. 
This is a major reason why es- 
tablished Jews who have been 
successful in the West tend not to 
come on ally a. 

We . require financial 
statesmanship from our leaders. 
Face up to the h y p o cr isy of our 
destructive currency regulations. 
Loose the controls. Grant an amnes- 
ty for the repatriation of capital. The 
results will be gratifying. The infu- 
sion of all the fright capital from out- 
side our borders might even give us 
. a degree of financial, and therefore 
military, independence from the 
U.S.

THE INCURSION into Zaire by a 
part of the 5,000-man. Katanga gen- 
darmerie, which was stationed in 
Angola since 1903 by the late Moiae : 
Tahombe as ft strategic reserve (to 
he used when the time was ripe), 
should not be seen as a posthumous . 
fulfilment of Tshombe's plana. 

The gendarmes themselves may 
believe that . they are fighting for 
their homeland, even though it no * 
longer carries its former name, 
Katanga seceded from Zaire (then * 
called Cbngo Kinshasa) In 1960. and 
was only regained after bloody 
fighting. 

President Mobutu has changed the 
name of the province to Shama, in 
.order to exorcise the past; and 
obliterate, separatist memories. 

But Shama is where the copper 
mines are, and they provide the bulk 
of Zaire's foreign currency earnings. 
The feeling persists among the pop- 
ulation that their province is ex- 
ploited by the capit&land ruled by its 
emissaries. This grievance dates 
back to colonial daya, and the sense 
of oppression is long-standing. - 

The Invading gendarmes did not 
act on their own. During the civil 
war In Angola, which brought the 
left-wing MPLA in control, they 
chose the winning aide. The reasons 
were not ideological; that is com- 
pletely alien to their mentality. 

But the alternative was the pro- 
Westem FNLA, which was led by 
Mobutu's brother-in-law, Bolden 
Roberto. Ss victory would have 
spelt disaster for them. 

Today they are under the full con- 
trol of their host government. If it is 
true, aa reported, that they are 
equipped with sophisticated Soviet 
arms, there is only one source from 
which it can came — Luanda 
(Angola’s capital). 

The attempted invasion is not a 
local action, but part of a larger 
scheme to create a strong bloc of 
revolutionary left-wing countries 
south of the equator. In order for 
this to be achieved, Mobutu’s regime 
must be destroyed. A rightist pro- 
Western. administration in Zaire, 
Africa's second largest country — 
reaching across the middle of the 
Continent, from the Atlantic deep 
into Eastern Africa — constitutes a 
serious obstacle to the creation of a' 
radical bloc. 

And radlcallz&tlon Is seen by the 
region's leaders as a necessary pre- 
condition for the successful struggle 
that must ensue in the course of time 
against white rule. The end-targets 
are, first, Rhodesia, and second. 
South Africa Itself — through its 
moat vulnerable point, Namibia. 

Zaire is Juke-warm over the 
Southern Africa issue, and. fails to 
show the requisite patriotic hostility. 
The country's all-important export 
of diamonds is sold exclusively to De 
Beers, a South African company 
domiciled in London. Trade with 
South Africa suffers no constraints 
from the Kinshasa authorities.

Besides the long-term aim of 
fighting against white rule in 
Southern Africa. Angola has more 
Immediate reasons for desiring 
Mobutu's downfall. Although the 
Luanda regime has consolidated its' 
hold on Angola, with the help of- 
Cuban troops, ft does not feel entire- . 
ly secure as long as rival- 
organisations, the above-mentioned - 
FNLA and also UNITA, are not total- ; 
ly disarmed. 

Then, “Imperialist- plots’* are 
feared, though they exist only In 
people's Imaginations'. There la 
Mbbutu'a undisguised interest in the - 
oil-rich Cabinda enclave, which 
belongs to &ngpla, but is separated 
from the main body of that country 
by a strip of Zaire territory. t 

Lastly, on both aides of the border 
separating Angola and Zaire, there 
live a people called the Bakongo, 
who once formed a well-organised 
kingdom. Their national con- 
sciousness. disparagingly called 
tribal allegiance, could be re- 
awakened, if given proper, en- 
couragement, 

It is impossible to judge whether 
the Invasion by the Katanga gen- 
darmerie constitutes a real threat to 
Mobutu's dominion today. The gen- 
darmes are not a formidable fighting 
force, though they are better trained 
and equipped than Zaire's regular 
army. Mobutu’s only effective units 
are the once Israeli-trained 
parachutists, who protect the capital 
and the President. Their job la to 
maintain the regime in power. It 
would be risky to send them a thou- 
sand miles away for an encounter 
with the Invaders. ,

Because of changes being introduced m the computer sys- 
tem, we shall be unable to issue electricity bills to bi-monthly 
consumers for the “February—March 19T7” period. The next 
bill will be submitted in May, and will cover 4 months' con-, 
sumption. 

As payment of 4-month bills may prove burdensome, con- 
sumers may make payments on account in any amount they 
choose, provided these are in multiples of IL10. Payment 
may be made at all the banks, the Post Office Bank and the 
Corporation's offices.
